BEECHER’ S BIBLE. 


A BOOK WHICH IS NOT OF DIVINE 
INSPIRATION. 


E v o lu tio n th e P rin cip le to Free th e Scrip­ 
tures fro m Fictio n*— The H um an Kttce 
Inspired, and the B ib le the K s- 
co rd o f th e Pro cess. 


N ew Y o r k , Jun e 8 .—The « pecial sub ject 
of H enry W ard Beecher’s sermon Sunday 
m orning in the “Ev olution” series, 
w h s “The 
Bib le and|Ev olution.*’ A sa text, Mr. Beecher 
chose the 16th v erse of 
tb e 3rd chapter 
of 3d Tim othy: 
“Ev ery scripture inspired 
of God i s also profitab le for teaching, for re­ 
proof, for correction, for instruction, which 
is in righteousness; tha t the m an of God m ay 
b e complete, furnished completely into ev ery 
good w ork.” 
This is the text as it appears 
in the rev ised edition, and it is interesting 
to note tha t it b ear* out Mr. Beecher’s line 
of thought more nearly than does the lan­ 
guage of the authorized v ersion, nam ely: 
“ A ll scripture is giv en b y the inspiration of 
God, and is profitab le for doctrine, for re ­ 
proof, for 
correction, for instruction in 
righteousness,” e ta 
A large part of Mr. Beecher s discourse 
consisted in the additional illustration b y 
new applications of the doctrines adv anced 
b y him in recent sermons. 
He m ade a 
special point, howev er, of the statem ent 
tha t any endeav or to dethrone the influ­ 
ence of the Scriptures would b e resisted b y 
ev erything tha t is b est in b est men, b ut 
tha t the interpretation of the div ine rev ela­ 
tion b y ev olution would free tho b ook from 
fictitious claims, which hav e led com m enta­ 
tors into intellectual dishonesty in endeav ­ 
oring to explain or defend them. 
The fruit which make* the Bib le the tree 
of life to men is its conception of the one 
God, the highest reached b y hum an con­ 
sciousness. 
As the m orning sun rolls ov er 
fields, forests, flowers and fruits which Itsalf 
has created so the Bib le mov es among men, 
netted all ov er w ith the sweetest and tend- 
erest emotion* of tho soul, which it has ere 
ated a* the rev elation and tb e v oice of God. 
All theories of the n ature of the sun m ay b e 
assailed, b ut the sun shine* on and doe* not 
care for them . 
All theories respecting the 
history and structure of the Bib le m ay b e 
mocked and disputed, b ut there it remains, 
the b ook whose fruit* rise higher, smell 
sweeter, taste more 
flav orsome, 
inspire 
m ore 
health than 
any or 
all 
other* 
tha t 
hav e 
ev er 
b een 
produced. 
W hat 
has 
the 
rev elation 
of 
God’s 
m ethod 
of 
unfolding 
creation 
in 
it tha t can touch the in w ard life of the 
sacred Scripture!» W hat if miracle* b e set 
aside (as I do n ot think they need to b e)? 
W hat if there b e anachronism s to b e found 
(a* I think unquestionab ly there are)* W hat 
if date* do conflict? W hat if the early 
notions of astronom y are prov ed to b e e r­ 
roneous (as they are)? 
\V hat if six literal 
days of creation b e no longer tenab le (and 
they are not, except b y a dishonest tw isting 
of men’s intellectual faculties)? 
W hat if 
tb e poem of 
Eden 
prov e b ut a poem 
and 
the 
legends of our first 
parents 
b e 
shown to b e b ut 
the 
im agination 
of a child like age? 
How will all the div ine 
dev elopments and fruits of the snirit re­ 
corded in this b ook b e changed? 
God will 
b e the sam e; hum anity w ilfb o the same. 
These are facts exterior to the Bcripture. 
Tb e need* of m an will b e tho same, mid the 
Supply prov ided will b e the same. 
All that 
which the Bib le ha* gained and set forth to 
the world is untouchab le b y any skeptical 
science. 
The true science—the science of 
real knowledge in tb a hand* of honest m en,— 
so fur from sotting aside tb e word of God, step 
b y step corrob orates that which is its interior 
life and its real ;>ower. 
On the theory of 
the plenary inspiration of tho b ook, the 
Bib le i* already set aside. 
1 don’t b eliev o 
tha t any honest man. thoroughly fam iliar 
With the word of God, b eliev ing it wm 
spoken b y God directly to the holy men and 
toe thoughts and feelings inspired b y Him, 
and put into tho mind* of the men that 
sb oke them , tha t ev ery word is div inely au- 
tnorized—I 
do not b eliev e any m an honest 
and consistent can keep him self from going 
head first into the gulf of infidelity, and if 
he don’t go there it is b ecause he is too 
stupid. 
Mr. Beecher proceeded to show how the 
Copernican theory had prov ed that the 
w riters of the Bib le were not inspired as to 
the truth of their astronom ical statem ents, 
and that geofogy had done likewise in re­ 
gard to the |» eriud of creation. 
He declared 
that the intellectual dishonesty employed in 
trying to reconcile such discrepancies would 
cease if a false and v icious tkeory of plenary 
VfirLal inspiration were ab andon» i. 
lie 
wished it b orne In mind that tho Bib le itself 
nev er giv e* any definition of what inspira­ 
tion is. 
It recognizes tho fact tha t Scripture has 
proceeded from the influence, the inspira­ 
tion of God, b ut in w hat way? 
Holy men 
sj*oko as they were mov ed b y the Holy 
Ghost; b ut how were they mov ed» 
'1 nose 
point:» are not settled b y Scripture. 
Mr. Beecher thought it im pertinent to ad­ 
v ance the p.enary inspiration theory, which 
implied tha t God could only make known 
results b y thrusting his ideas an i w >rd* into 
the speech of man. 
There is unotb er theory, 
which not only 
sav es the b ook b y reconciling it with the 
other rev olutions of God ;n nature, b ut 
which frees it from a thousand criticism s 
and ob jection* and is v alid, and 1* sufficient 
to m aintain the integrity of the b ook. 
It 
assumes tha t God 1* the life um v er.al; that 
w hatev er has life or activ ity is directly or 
rcmoteiy connected w ith tho nature of God’* 
own b eing. 
Huw God infu-es himself no 
one knows. 
It is somewhat parallel—-al­ 
though b y a small measure of com parison— 
with that which ev ery m an is conscious of. 
We know we are creatures of intelligence 
aud v olition, and tha t the qualities inhere in 
some way in the organisation of the b ody; 
b ut can anyb ody tell what the principle of 
v itality i*, or the connection b stween rnin I 
operation and the b rain? 
We know that 
we hav e a physical b ody, subject to phy» - 
ical laws and we know tb at in that, and 
perv ading it lomeb ow, there is also some­ 
thing tha t is not m atter, and that i* the 
moat effectual and characteristic elem ent In 
a« . A n d ' tha t which we carry ab out ev ery 
day has only to, he enlargei 
to b ecome 
an analogy of tha t which u yet gra n d er— 
the connection thht sub sists b etween the de­ 
v eloped nniv erv e ahd the ev er-presenee of 
the div ine tb uagflt and will. 
Thi* ie not 
pantheism , which makes the univ erse in Its 
totality a god. 
1 can conceiv e tha t b eing 
tolerate! a r e 
dream , b ut not an ex­ 


planation of difficulties, for It is, Itself, the 
more inexplicab le. 
All laws issue from God; 
H e i* tho life of the world; the univ erse is a 
perpetual outgoing from the m ind of God; 
yet God Is separab le from tills m aterial uni­ 
v erse in hi* existence and method. 
Hav ing draw n this analogy b etween the 
mind of man and the operations of the deity, 
Mr. Beecher proceeded to elab orate his the­ 
ory that the inspiration of the Bib le con­ 
sisted in it* b eing the record of tho action of 
the div ine mind upon the hum an conscious­ 
ness. tha t ha* raised m an from the low ett 
b arb arism , step b y step, unfolding m oral­ 
ities, social laws, graces, reason and spiritu­ 
ality. 
It i* the hum an race tha t has b een 
inspired and the Bib le was liv ed first and 
the record of it m ade afterw ard. 
In concluding he said to those who feared 
to im pair tho Bib le b y showing its true 
structure, that no hand would ev er b e 
raised against the essential parts of the Bi­ 
b le, tb e teachings of lov e, trust, gentleness, 
and long-suffering, the qualities which were 
to unite the world b y b ond* of the he a rt

“It is the dependent list,” he said, 
“I think, which contains the greatest num ­ 
b er of fraudulent oases—father* or m others 
who are dependent, or alleged to b e, upon 
son* killed in the arm y. 
Now I know of 
tho case of a rich lad y —she is w orth $70,- 
000 or $100,000—who is regularly draw ing a 
pension for a son killed in the array, 
She 
has b een draw ing it foryear*, and of course 
it is a fraud ou tho gov ernm ent. 
Wo shall 
go through tue lists of all the states for 
sim ilar case*, and for any others b y which 
jMHisions are illegally draw n.”

The charm of Europe largely is a thing 
of association. 
We have read of it, the 
scenes of the romances we have lingered 
over are laid in the Old World. 
Scotland is 
covered with the glamor of the genius of 
Scott and Burns; England’s 
fields 
and 
hedges have roy al places in the imagination 
because of the poetry , the stories we have 
read, while the my stery of the sea, the as­ 
sociations of a historic past, have given to 
the Old World a fact ground that affords 
roy al settings to these older nations. 
W e actually k now little of the wonder3 of 
our own land. 
It has no perspective, it 
lack s historic settings, its 
scenes have not 
been woven into the stories over 
which 
youth’s im agination has dream ed, and it is 
true tha t while the M atterhorn and Ju ng 
F rau are fam iliar to us, 
W ashburn and 
Tacoma are unk nown. 
The lak es of Eng­ 
land are catalogued in the topographies of 
every school boy; the New England ponds, 
which are larger and fairer, the Croton 
chain which has finer settings, are unvisitod, 
unk nown, unheard of. 
Distance charm s, 
the near is unregarded. 
The A m erican can find w ithin easy dis­ 
tance of his own home larger wonders than 
he can find across the sea. 
The w riter went 
one day across Geneva lak e—by cars no lit­ 
tle distance—to stand w ithin the shadows of 
the Gorge du Trient, never dream ing until 
in after years he stood in W atk iu’s Glen, 
that within half a d ay’s ride of his own 
home there was a larger wonder. 
Set side 
by side the scenery of Europe and Am erica! 
The pointed sum m its of the Alps are more 
picturesq ue than any of our m ountains, but 
in grandeur of bulk and m ajesty of outline 
the Rock ies far excel. 
The w ater indeed comes down a t Lenore 
w ith pleasant jets and sprays. 
Giesback 
with its transform ing lights is wonderful, 
but hidden in New England woods, un­ 
k nown, unhonored and unsung are cascade 
tha t excel them both, while N iagara puts to 
shame the w aterfalls of the world, and the 
Bridal Vails of Yosem ite laugh a t the petti­ 
ness of the show cataracts of Europe. 
The Vale of Lauderbrunneo is one of the 
fairest places in the heart of Europe. 
It i 
ideal in loveline« * with frowning cliff 
with the wreath of mist S00 feet in lengt 
trailing its fleecy gossamers downward fro 
the sk y on the black surface of the might 
w all of stone. 
But what is th 
Lauder» 
brunnen beside the Yosemita, 
Put 1,000 
lak es like this in one, stretch np the cliff 
« ,000 feet and double the long spray of 
silvery mist, make the tiny stream into the 
broad Merced river flowing through Em­ 
erald Vales, kissing'the feet of El Capitans, 
and even then Lauderbrunneo has not been 
magnified into the fair Yosemite, with its 
m irror lak es, its placid river, sentineled by 
the eternal cliffs. 
The cedars of Lebanon are pigmies beside 
the M ariposa 
pines; the relics of the lak e 
cities of Sw itzerland are modern com pared 
with the old tenem ents 
of the moulders, and 
Europe has no antiq uity 
of perished races 
*o antiq ue and wonderful as the cliff cities 
of Arizona and New Mexico. 
The 
groves of 
Sorrento find a peer in the orange gardens 
in the suburbs of 
Los Angeles 
There m ay 
be on the H im alayan slopes fairer pastures 
than those on the New England hills. 
The 
vale of Cashmere In India m ay rival the 
beauties of the ‘‘Garden of the Gods,” and 
pleasant Mauitou, in Colorado, but one m ust 
seek far and long in the old world to find 
fairer scenes than are w ithin easy distance 
of our own homog. 
Unless the w riter’s eyes in seeing and read­ 
ing of the m arvels of the world have played 
him fal>e, there is nothing on the globe to 
eq ual the m arvels of the great national Yel­ 
lowstone park . 
The territory between its 
wonders 
is a park excelling the gam e pre- 
s-rv-'S of England, w ith a grass as greon as 
ILat of the old ancestral lawns rim m ed 
round w ith m ountains, with forests dark 
t:.dden-e, with turbulont rivers break ing 
¡.to cataracts and rapids. 
The Icelandic 
; •> >ci > ¡ir<* but toys besides these monsters, 
who-e flow 
m a k e s the source of rivers; ths.ro 
are uuwhere else such m arvels of crystal 
architecture as are m ade hore at the m am ­ 
moth springs: the “mud pots” of Norris 
Jiasin are w orthy of the im agination of 
Dante, while the prism atic pool of “Hell's 
Hull 
Acre” 
will 
find 
no rival until, 
by

The Yellowstone 
lak e rivals Con. 
-tan e, excels Leman and puts to shame 
Loch Loin« nd, while tho groat falls of the 
Yui owstt no and the m arvelous gorge, with 
its j.t'dd feet of altitude and eight miles of 
l *ngth, with colors before which tho sunset 
tints of the Libyan desert are pule and life-

as the piairto stretches of the west, the 
rivers of Europe could l« e turned into the 
beds of the St. 
Lawrence u ni the Misns- 
- ppi, an l navigation would cease because 
< ? the 1 jwuo -s of the w a te rs the everglades 
of Florida m atch the lagoons of ti Aland, 
while the gray mosses of Favunnuh show a 
grizzly age that the oldest Old \Vorl 1 cities 
do

show. 
There 
is, 
t« .o, 
the 
elem ent 
of as 
great 
associations

the New as in the Old W orld. Tne dynasties 
of the re 1 man are at least as rich in hi- 
toric color 
a-« those of 
Piets and Scots, while 
the conq uest of 
the Pilgrims, had they but 
fit historian, is as rich in heroism as the in­ 
vasion of the 
Normans. 
It was said once of 
C fair heroine that “she 
had no poet and she 
died,” and America suffers because she lacks 
the idealization of literary a rt 
The Am eri­ 
can novel is a creation of the present gener­ 
ation. 
No novelist y et has done for our val­ 
ley s what Blackmore has done for the home 
of Lord Boone, and sceoee of nature become 
pilgrim» ’ shrines because the poet's magic 
wand teaches them, rather than on account 
of their intrinsic beauty .

THE ARMY SHOE. 


What It Has Had to Do with the Free, 
Firm Stepping of the Present Day . 
[Inter Ocean “Curbstone Crayons.“] 
“A gre at m any changes have tak en place 
in m y tim e,” said the old m an in the course 
of the conversation. 
“Men and women act 
differently, talk differently, walk differ­ 
ently. 
They have put off the old habits and 
tak en on new, while some of us old resi­ 
dents have clung to the old habits and the 
old ways. 
I can not q uite explain the differ­ 
ence between the walk in the old times and 
the walk now, bnt I k now tha t there is a 
great difference.” 
“I can explain it,” said a younger man. 
“Men walk very much as they think , and all 
men in Chicago have tak en on new walk ing- 
habits since the close of tho war. 
My own 
opinion is tha t the arm y shoo had a good 
deal to do with the free, firm stepping of 
the present day. 
Ju st before the w ar there 
had cdme in tho stub-toed, thin-soled boots 
and shoes. 
Tho theory was tha t men walk ed 
better in very light foot-gear, and heavy 
boots and shoes wont out of style. 
“The rzarching days of the w ar crushed 
this theory flat. 
Soldiers learned by expe­ 
rience, 
by painful experience I m ight say, 
that the broad-bottom ed, heavy-soled shoe 
was the thing. 
Men who spent money in 
fitting themselves out w ith light-soled, 
pli­ 
able, easy-fitting boots generally threw them 
aw ay after the first forced m arch or traded 
them gladly for half-w orn arm y shoes. 
“Since the w ar men who are on their 
feet 
a good deal have m ade 
a fashion for them ­ 
selves. 
They have clung persistently to tho 
broad-bottom ed, thick -souled shoes. 
As a 
result they stand w ith com fort, step firmly 
and easily, enjoy walk ing, and are not 
fagged out by going and com ing and loung­ 
ing on the feet incident to the transaction 
of 
business in Chicago. 
There has been too 
more change in the m anner of ladies’ shoes 
than appears a t first glance. 
Broad 
toes 
have not been popular, but heavy soles have 
come in in spite of the fight m ade against 
them , and tha t the women of tod a y are bet­ 
te r walk ers than those of tw enty-five y ea n 
ago is evident at a glance.

The young men look ed a t each other in 
dismay. 
But in the m orning they presented 
them selves cheerfully iu the field roady for 
work , and sot to ploughing with a will. 
They followed os actual laborers overy step 
in the cultivation of the cotton from its 
planting, until it was ready for tho m ark et 
Tney rem ained with Mr. li. two years, a t 
tho on 1 of which time they returned to Mex­ 
ico, and are now the most successful grow ­ 
ers of cotton in tha t country.
